Irish Portraiteuse 


To Give Sketches 


On Saturday night, April 8, the 
first Saturday after the reopening 
of Abbot, Maeve MacMurrough, 
Irish player and portraiteuse, will 
give a program in Davis Hall at 
8:15. Miss MacMurrough was born 
at Edenderry, Offally, Ireland, 
studied at Alexandra College, Dub- 
lin, and with Sara Allgood at the 
Abbey Theatre, Dublin. Later she 
toured with the original company 
of world famed Irish Players with 
whom she played leading parts. 
From early childhood Maeve Mac- 
Murrough possessed a natural gift 
for mimicry. As a child she would 
delight her friends by reproducing 
the Irish characters she met in her 
daily life. As this talent developed, 
she decided to devote her time to 
studying the various types of Irish 
peasant folk, and finally produced 
in public an array of real life por- 
traits, which after a marked suc- 
cess in Ireland and England are 
now delighting her American audi- 
ences, 

Miss MacMurrough’s sketches 
are quite unique and cannot be re- 


garded as monologues in the or- 
dinary sense of the word. They 
are really miniatures of living 


characters. “The Dublin Fish Wife,” 
and “The Ulster Woman,” “At the 
Dressmaker’s,’ “A St. Patrick’s 
Day Hunt” will illustrate the ver- 
satility of her unusual program. 
Such a series of portraits could be 
rendered so convincingly only by 
years of studying people, watching 
them and listening to them and 
learning how they think. The Eng- 
lish, too, are represented in her per- 
formance—not composite ‘‘types’— 
for unlike some others who are a 
complete company in themselves, 


she presents definite, personal 
studies with the result that al- 
though she uses no make-up and 


no change of costume beyond the 
addition of a hat, a pair of glasses 
or a shawl, she becomes for the 
time being the thin-lipped English 
aristocrat trying to “improve” the 
villagers, the young girl going on 
a holiday, the old Irishwoman in 
the workhouse, the lady crossing 
the channel, or the country girl 
lost in the Underground Railway. 


All her portraits are sympathetic 


and kindly, although not sparing in 
the inclusion of human foibles.

Stream-lining 
Town 
Meeting 


Some of the few of you who were 
left at 11:30 in the auditorium a 
couple of weeks ago may have 
wondered between yawns the same 
thing that we did—between yawns. 
As the clock worked its way 
around toward midnight, we took 
stock to see what had been accom- 
plished and then we wondered: 
why did it take so long to accom- 
plish this? We had started at 
seven with a pretty full hall; at 
11:15 we were still going, but the 
hall was nearly empty. In the 
hands of the few left was vested 
the power not only to settle the re- 


maining matters, but to overturn, ' 


by reconsideration, everything that 
the fuller meeting had done! 


And so we kept on wondering. 
What could be done about this? 
What could the town do to bring 
the meeting to an earlier close? 
The most obvious answer of course 
is that something should be done 
to curtail the oratorical efforts of 
some of our more. garrulous 
speakers, but then you run into 
the argument that a debate re- 
striction is a limitation of the sa- 
cred right given by our democratic 
town meetings. Of course it might 
be a good thing to limit the abuse 
of that right. 


In our town meeting notes we 
found two things which led us to 
believe that Andover might find 
some approach to a near-stream- 
lined town meeting. One was the 
change in the method of choosing 
the trustees of the cemetery. Here 
the old plan of electing the trustees 
from the floor was dropped and in 
its stead a new method of appoint- 
ment by the  selectmen was 
adopted. Elections from the floor 
are far from satisfactory, and this 
particular article occurring early 
in the meeting: ‘To elect all other 
officers not elected by ballot,” 
could well be eliminated in order 
to save time. 


But only a few minutes would be 
saved here. The regular depart- 
mental budgetary procedure brought 
forth a new little wrinkle from 
chairman Shepard, when instead of 
reading off the entire specified list 
of town officers’ appropriations, he 
said in effect: “For town officers, 
$21,289, as listed in the town re- 
port on page 215,” Perfectly legal 
and yet it saved time. Why can’t
